The total ‘‘tax 
rate’ ’is the sum of the rates 
set by each of the taxing 
agencies — local schools, 
water districts, fire, police, 
and other community agen¬ 
cies — to meet their bud¬ 
gets. Tire tax you pay is de¬ 
termined by multiplying the 
tax rate and the assessed 
value of the property.
